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PREFACE. 



TN compiling this Spelling-Book we have endeavored to 
-1- make it as simple, and at the same time as practical 
as possible. With this object in view, a full and systematic 
classification according to the sounds of the vowels and 
consonants, and the introduction of appropriate Reading and 
Dictation Exercises, have been strictly adhered to in the 
arrangement of each “Part.” 

The importance of Reading and Dictation Exercises is evident 
to every good teacher. The chief difficulties in spelling and pro 
nunciation arise from the multiplicity of vowel and consonant 
sounds, the use of so many different combinations to express the 
same sounds, silent letters, and similarity of terminations in un- 
£ accented syllables. The ear is no guide in the spelling of words, 
2 ( but rather the reverse, therefore arises the necessity of knowing 
a £ every word by sight. This can be easily proved by any one who 
u. vr- is in doubt about the spelling of a word. Let him write the word, 
Z \ and the eye at once either detects the error, if error there is, or is 
§ satisfied that it is correctly spelled. 

g 4 This little book does not pretend to exhaust the subject of 
£ j spelling. The words selected are such as are generally met 
^/C-With in reading or most frequently employed in ordinary 
S conversation. Fully two-thirds of the Spelling, Reading, and 
** Dictation Lessons and Exercises consist of words of one and 
two syllables ; for the pupil that can spell words of one or 
two syllables correctly, will, generally speaking, have but little 
trouble in spelling trisyllables and polysyllables. 

That this book may prove all that the compiler honestly endea- 
vored to make it, and that it will compare favorably with the 
best spelling-books now in use in our schools, is his ardent 
hope ; and with this wish he confidently sends it forth to the 
Catholic teachers of the United States.

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INTRODUCTION. 



The English Alphabet consists of twenty-six letters ; 
namely, a , b, c, d, e, /, g, h, i,j , k, l , m, n, o, p, q, r, s, 
t, u, v , w, x , y y 

Letters are divided into vowels and cohsonaots. 

A vowel is a letter which can be perfectly sounded 
by itself. 

A consonant is a letter which cannot be sounded, 
or but imperfectly, without the aid of a vowel. 

The vowels are a, e , i, 0, u y w, y. 

A , 0, and 0, are always vowels. 

/, u, w, and y, are sometimes consonants. 

A diphthong is the union of two vowels in one sylla- 
ble ; as, oi in boil, oa in boat . 

A proper diphthong is one in which both vowels are 
sounded ; as, oi in oil , ou in out . 

An improper diphthong is one in which only one of 
the vowels is sounded ; as, ea in head, oa in boat. 

A triphthong is the union of three vowels in one syl- 
lable ; as, eau in beau, iew in view. 

A syllable is one or more letters pronounced by a 
single impulse of the voice, and is either a word or a 
part of - a word ; as, a, man, gar-den . 

A word is one or more syllables used to represent an 
idea. 
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A word of one syllable is called a monosyllable ; as, 
art. 

A word of two syllables is called a dissyllable ; as, 
garden. 

A word of three syllables is called a trisyllable > as, 
benefit. 

Words of more than three syllables are called poly- 
syllables ; as, education , ecclesiastic. 

Words are either primitive, derivative , simple , or com- 
pound. 

A primitive word is not derived from any other 
word ; as, man , love. 

A derivative word is one which is formed from a 
primitive word by adding a prefix or suffix to it; as, 
unman, ■ lovely. 

A simple word is one that is not compounded ; as, 
booh, worlc. 

A compound word is one that is composed of two or 
more simple words ; as, bookcase , workman. 

Accent is a stress of voice placed upon one or more 
syllables of a word, by which they are distinguished 
above the others. 

Accent is of- two kinds — Primary, as in lady, intend , 
where the full force of the voice is on one syllable ; and 
Secondary, as in satisfaction , where the first syllable 
is distinguished by a stress greater than that laid on 
the second and fourth syllables, though less than that 
laid on the third. In some words there are two sec- 
ondary accents, as in incomprehensibility.

It is silent after m 
and before t in the same syllable ; as, lamb, debt. It is 
also silent in bdellium. 

C has a sound like Tc , called its hard sound, before a , 
o, u, k, l , r, and t ; as in can, cot , cup, clot , back, cry , 
act ; and at the end of a word, as, logic , music ; or a 
syllable not followed by e, i, or y , as, tactics . Before 
e, i, and y, except in sceptic, scirrhus, and their deriva- 
tives, it has a sound like s, called its soft sound ; as in 
cent, cider, cygnet . In some words it has the sound of 
z ; as in sice, suffice, sacrifice. It is silent in czar, scent, 
scissors, etc. 

D has but one sound ; as in dog. At the end of a word, 
when preceded by a silent vowel, it has sometimes the 
sound of t ; as, mixed, blessed, pronounced mixt , blest. 
It is silent in Wednesday, handsome, handkerchief. 

F has one sound ; as in fat ; except in of, when it is 
sounded like v. 

G has a hard sound before a, o, u, l, and r; as in gap, 
got, gum, glen, grasp. Before e, i, and y, it has gener- 
ally a soft sound like / ; as in gem, gin, gyve. It is -silent 
before m and n ; as in gnat, phlegm. 

H has one sound ; as in hat. It is silent after r and 
g ; as, rhubarb, ghost. It is also silent in heir, hour, 
herb, honor, honest, with their derivatives ; also in 
hostler ; and when preceded by a vowel in the same 
syllable, as, ah, oh, Jehovah. 

1, when a consonant, has one sound. This sound, 
the same as y consonant, is heard when i precedes an- 
other vowel in the same syllable, and neither of them is 
silent ; as in onion, poniard, pronounced unyon, ponyard. 

J has one sound ; as in just. 

K has one sound ; as in kite. It is silent before n, 
as in knee, knife ; also after c, as in back, black. 

L has one sound ; as in lap. It is silent in calm, talk , 
half, would, etc. 

M has but one sound ; as in man. It is silent before 
n ; as in mnemonics. 
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N has one sound ; as in not. It is sometimes sounded 
like ng; as, bank, think , uncle, angry . It is silent aftei 
l or m when it ends a syllable ; as, kiln , limn. 

P has one sound ; as in pin. It is silent before n, s 9 
and t in the same syllable ; as in psalm , tempt , pneu- 
monia. It is also silent in raspberry. 

Q is always followed by u , and these two letters taken 
together have commonly the sound of kw ; as, quit , 
queen. In many words, however, it has the sound of k ; 
as, liquor , conquer , coquette , mosque . 

R has a rough sound, as in rat, pray, parish ; and a 
smooth one, as in arm, more, barber. It is silent, 
according to Webster, in worsted (yarn). 

S has one sound ; as in sin. In many words it is 
sounded like z ; as, teas, rose, noise . It has the sound 
of sh, as in sure, sugar j and of zh, as in crosier , 
pleasure . It is sometimes silent ; as in island. 

T has one sound ; as in tin. It is silent after s before 
le or en ; as, apostle, epistle, listen. It is also silent in 
often, chestnut , hostler, mortgage , mistletoe, Christmas. 

U, when a consonant, has two sounds, namely, that 
of w consonant, and that of yu. The first sound is 
heard when it precedes a vowel in the same syllable, 
and neither of them is silent; as in quit, assuage, pro- 
nounced kwit, asswage. The other sound is heard when 
u long commences a syllable; as in use, union, pro- 
nounced yuse, yuneyon. 

V has one sound ; as in vine . 

W, at the beginning of a word or of a syllable, is a 
consonant, and has one sound ; as in wet. It is always 
silent before r; as* in wren, 'write. It is also silent m 
answer, sword, toward, two. As a vowel it has no dis- 
tinct sound. 

X has three sounds : the sound of z at the beginning 
of words, as in Xavier, Xerxes, Xenophon ; the sound 
of ks, as in wax, flax ; and the sound of gs, as in exalt, 
exist. 

Y, when a consonant, has one sound ; as in yet. 

Z has one sound ; as in zest. In some words it has 
the sound of zh ; as in azure. It is silent in rendezvous . 
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DOUBLE CONSONANTS. 

CH has three sounds : first, of tsh, as in much , rich, 
church ; second, of sh, as in chaise, machine ; and third, 
of Jc, as in chorus , chemist . It is silent in drachm, 
schism , yacht 

OH has the sound of f, as in laugh j and of Tc, as in 
lough . It is silent after i, as, high, sigh ; and usually 
before t , as, bought, taught ; also in though, through . 

NG has one sound ; as in sing, young. It also has the 
soundof nj when followed bye in the same syllable; ns, tinge. 

PH has the sound of f ; as in phrase. In Stephen it 
has the sound of v ; and, according to most orthoepists, 
it has the same sound in nephew. It is silent before th ; 
as in phthisic . 

SH has but one sound ; as in ship, shore . 

TH has two sounds : one aspirated, as in thin, breath ; 
the other flat, as in this, with. It has the sound of t in 
phthisic, thyme , and their derivatives ; and also in the 
proper names Thomas , Thames.

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RULES FOR THE USE OF CAPITAL LETTERS. 

The following classes of words should commence with capital 
letters : 

1. The first word of every sentence ; as, “Avoid bad company.” 

2. The first word of every line of poetry ; as, 

“ Ave Maria ! star of even, 

When the hour of death is come, 

Take my soul with thee to heaven, 

To its everlasting home.” 

8. Appellations of the Deity and of Jesus Christ ; as, God, 
Creator, Saviour, Messiah, the Holy Ghost. 

Note. — A personal pronoun referring to the Deity is also begun 
with a capital ; as, He, Him, Thee, Thou. 

4. All proper names and adjectives derived from them ; as, John, 
January, Monday, American. 

5. Honorary titles ; as, The Most Rev. Archbishop, The Right 
Rev. Bishop, The Reverend Clergy, The President of the United 
States. 

6. The pronoun I, and interjection O ; as, 1 1 1 am who am ” ; “ O 
thou of little faith !” 

7. Names of things personified ; as, “ Winter lingers in the lap 
of Spring.” 

8. The first word of a direct quotation ; as, “Remember this 
maxim, 1 Know thyself.’ ” 

9. The principal words in the title of a book, etc. ; as, “ The 
Young Catholic’s Speller.” 

PUNCTUATION MARKS. 

The Comma ( , ) marks the shortest pause ; the Semicolon ( ; ) 
marks a pause a little longer than the comma ; the Colon ( ; ) 
requires a pause almost as long as a period ; and the Period ( . ) 
marks the end of a sentence, and requires a full stop. 

The Question-mark (?) is used at the end of a question. 

The Wonder-mark ( J ) denotes some strong feeling. 

The Apostrophe ( ’ ) denotes the possessive case, as, John’s 
book ; or the omission of one or more letters of a word ; as, e'er 
for ever ; who'd for who would. 

The Quotation ( “ ” ) is used to show that the exact words of 
an author, etc., are used. A quotation within a quotation is 
marked by single points ( 4 ’ ). 
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
